know I spoke the truth when I said, 
some years ago, that Ohio farmers, 
in the normal days before the war, 
rejoiced to raise dollar wheat.

“A good many years ago a Chi- 
nese philosopher uttered a profound 
truth when he said: The well-being 
of a people is like a tree; agricul- 
ture is its root, manufacture and 
commerce are ita branches and its 
life: if the root is injured the leaves 
fall, the branches break and the tree 


“The figures are not yet complete 
for the decade ending this year, but 
sufficient reports have been pub- 
lished to give us a very dependable 
estimate. The indications are that 
no increase will be shown in the 
number of farms and no increase 
in strictly farm population. In al! 
probability, dating from 1920 we 
shall estimate our farm population 
as 30 per cent of the whole, while 
the urban population will make up 
the other 70 per cont. 
DANGEROUS CONDITIONS. 

“Anothor interesting fact to reveal 
the danger in changing conditions: 
Only a few decades ago, indeed from 
the very beginning, the exports of 
the United States were soil-grown or 
farm-produced materials. On the 
other hand. most of our imports 
were manufactured artic 

“In the last halt century, year 
after year, the exporta of farm- 
Krown products have decreased— 
except during the World War—and 
exports of manufactured products 
have increased, until again we are 
rapidly reaching the zero mark from 
the standpoint of agricultural sup- 
plies to the werd 

“Fach year our imports show 
larger and larger quantities of farm - 
Krawa products and the time is al- 
most with us when the imports of 
farm-grown products will exceed the 
exports: in short, when our farm 
population will rot be supplying the 
oe necessary for our own peo- 
pie 

“War conditions put a premium 
on grain growing at the expense of 
livelive-stock production. As a conse- 
quence,” many stock producers and 
feeders have suffered heavy and. in 
some cases, ruinous losses. If this 
condition should continue. we are in 
danger. in the near future, of hav- 
ing ta pay very high prices for our 
meats, 

NORMAL BALANCE. 

For two outstanding reasons, the 
maintenance of a normal balance be- 
tween live-stock and grain produc- 
tion, is a matter of national con- 
cern. One ty that we are a meat- 
eating people, and should have a 


fairly uniform supply at a reason- 
able price. The other is that the 
overstimulation of grain produc- 


tion depletes the fertility of our 
lend, which is our greatest national 
asset, and results in a greater sup- 
ply than can be consumed at a 
price profitable to the producer, and 
finally to widespread agricultural 
distress. from which all of our peo- 
ple suffer. 

“As a reconstruction measure, 
therefore, our government should do 
everything in its power to restore 
the normal balance between lee 
stock and grein production. 

“If we shall determine to build 
here a self-sustaining nation, and 
what lover of his country can make 
a @ifferent choice, then we must at 
once set about the development of 
u system of agriculture which will 
enable n« to feed our people abun- 
dantiy, with some to spare for export 
in years of plenty, and at prices 
which will insure to the farmer and 
his family both financial rewards an 
educational, social and religious liv- 
ing conditions fairly comparable to 
those offered by the citics 

“A sound system of axriculture 
cannot be maintained on any other 
basis. Anything short of a fair re- 
turn upon invested capital and a 
fair wage for the labor which goes 
into the crops, and, in addition, to 
enable the farmer to maintain the 
fertility of his and insure 
against natural hazards will drive 
large numbers of farmers to the 
cities 

FUNDAMENTAL TRI'TH. 

“A frank recognition by all of 
our people of this fundamental truth 
is necessary, if we are successfully 
to work out this great national prob- 
lem. it is a matter of even greater 
concern to the people in the ty 
than the farmers and the farm com- 
munity. 

“So long as America can produce 
the foods we need I am in favor of 
buving from America first. It is 
this very preference which impels 
development and improvement. 
Whenever America can manufacture 
to meet American needs, and there 
ie almost no limit to our genius 
ard resources, I favor producing in 
America first. I commend Ameri- 
ean preference to American produc- 
tive activities because material good 
fortune is essential to our higher 
attainment, and linked indissolubly 
are farm and factory in the great 
economic fabric of American life.”

MOSES’ VOTE 18 
BLOW AT WILSON 


Democrats Now Pin Hopes to 
Western States. 


Idaho Favorable to G.O.P., 
Declares Borah. 


People Indignant at Cox, Says 
Senator Poindexter.

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.| 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—In the 
first test vote in the country on 
the League of Nations, the Wilson 
covenant has been emphatically 
condemned. 

The Republicans of New Hamp- 
shire have renominated Senator 
George H. Moses, an “irreconcil- 
able“ who voted consistently against 
the covenant, vither with or with- 
out reservations. He won by the 
remarkable majority of 12,000 in a 
total vote of 45,000, over Huntly L. 
Spaulding, a former Hoover aide, who 
advocated the League with the Lodge 
reservations. 

What makes the test the more 
significant is that Moses won by 40 
large a majority, despite the con- } 
certed efforts of the newly enfran- 
chised women voters defeat him 
because of his opposition to equal 
suffrage. 

The result is a’ severe blow to 
Democratic hopes. New Hampshire 
is the only eastern State President 
Wilson carried in 1916. He won 
the State by a plurality of 66, as 
the result of dissension among the 
Republicans. The Jefeat of Moses 
would have given the Democrats 

reasor. to believe that New Hamp- 
shire might easily be carried for 
Cox on the League of Nations alone. 
The outcome, to the disappointment 
of the Democratic leaders. discloses 
the New Hampshire Republicans 
strongly opposed to the Wilson cove- 
nant and differing only in the de- 
gree of their hostility. 

PIN FAITH TO WEST. 

The New Hampshire test bears 
out Republican predictions cpncern- 
ing sentiment on the League issue 
in the Kast. The Democrats, how- 
ever, sill pin their faith to an in- 
dorsement of the covenant by those 
Western States, which were carried 
by the President on the “kept us 
out of war“ issue. 

President Wilson, it became 
known today, is planning to warm 
up the “great and solemn referen- 
dum“ on the covenant, in a series 
of letters defending the League and 
replying to criticisme. 

Senators Borah and Poindexter 
deny that there is any danger of the 
Democratic on the 
— “The situstion in 
Idaho, from 2 Republican stand- 
point, is good.” said Senator Borah. 
“In fact the trend in the West is 
to the Republican party. The peo- 
ple are dissatisfied with the present 
administration and they want a 
change. 

High taxes, high prices and the 
hich railroad rates—recently in- 
creased—all contribute to the feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction.” 

TREND IS REPUBLICAN. 

Senator Poindexter gajd that he 
believed the trend of opinion in the 
Far West was strongly Republican. 
Discussing the reasons for thia Re- 
publican trend, Senator Poindexter 
said: 

“Tt ie based in the first place, and 
speaking in general terms, on the 
fact that the great mass of the peo- 
ple, regardless of party. in that sec- 
tion of the country, are not only 
tired of the Democratic administra- 
tion, but are indignant at the Demo- 
cratic candidate, Mr. Cox, on account 
of his assertion that he will carry 
out the policies of the Wilson re- 
xime. We are tired of the war and 
want peace. We feel that it is an 
outrage and this is not too strong a 
word to use in describing it, that 
the Demorratic party is attempting 
to blackmail the nation into an ac- 
ceptance of an international govern- 
ment of our foreign affairs, by the 
threat to keep us in a state of war 
until President Wilson's covenant 
and constitution of world govern- 
ment is adopted. 

WILSON SCHEMES. 


Wa cannot get back to normal 


conditions of business, of industry, 


This is im- 
possible as long as our international 
relations are suspended in the 
nebulous schemes of President Wil- 
son, now adopted by Gov.Cox, leav- 
ing us without any definite basis for 
the conduct of our affaira.

We know, as normal 
Americans, that we can conduct all 
of our international business as an 
associate of those nations without 
forming either a permanent alliance 
with them or going to the extreme 
of setting up a constitution of gov- 
ernment for the whole world, of 
which Gov. Cox would probably ap- 
point President Wilson as the rep- 
resentative of this country. 

“Our people do not propose to 
keep an army perpetually in Eu- 
rope or to be a party to every Eu- 
ropean war, regardless of whether 
we are nationally interested in it or 
not. We do not propose to be made 
the guardians of the world and to 
eontribute our resources and the 
chief energies of our nation in han- 
dling other peoples affairs. We 
know further that the effort of Gov. 
Cox and President Wilson to have 
the United States subject itseif to a 
world government under the const!- 
tution brought back by President 
Wilson is a part of the plan, the de- 
talle of which were presented in the 
Senate during the recent debate, to 
pool the war débts of Europe, in- 
cluding those of Germany, in which 
the United States weuld be the chief 
solvent debtor.

The county has on hand in cash 
nearly $1,600,000, and it is presumed 
that additional contracts will be let 
as quickly as plans and specifications 
can be prepared and bids can be 
received, as there will remain more 
than $260,000 on hand for the work. 

The present contract means a sav- 
ing over what would have been paid 
had contracts been let In the spring 
of alm $1000 ~~ mile, accord- 
ing to Contractor Peterson, who se- 
cured the work. 

The proposed pavement will be 
started within thirty days and will 
extend from Calipatria to Brawley, 
from Imperial to Holtvyille and from 
Ni Centro te Calexico.

“CAPT. BROOKS” 
“HELD FOR QUIZ. 


Grand Jury to Sift Facts of 
_~ Queer Flight With Car. 


and Auto Vanished. 


Trip to This State and Jail 
Traced by Federal Agent. 


Capt. J. Allan Brooks, also known 
as Bertram and Balfour, whose true 
identity is something of a mystery, 
was held by U. 8. Commissioner 
Long yesterday in $5000 bond to the 
Federal grand jury on a charge of 
taking an automobile from one 
State to another without the con- 
Sent of the owner. In default of 
ball, Brooks was returned to the 
County Jail. 

John D. agnon of Cincinatti, O0. 
and Special Agent A. P. Harris of 
the Department of Justice, principal 
Witnesses at the hearing. sketched 
the main detaflx of a remarkable 
Story involving Brooks, a luxurious 
hear. questionable check for $8505 
and a devious journey from New 
York to Los Angeles via Canada. 

Mr. Gagnon, a demonstrator for 
the Citizens Motor Car Company of 
Mnecinnati, said that Brooks tried to 
buy the luxurioua car from the Ohio 
corporation last May 1, tendering in 
payment the fat check. which was 
drawn on the National Park Bank of 
New Yor? 

About this paper the manager of 
the motor car company thought it 
would be well to take some pre- 
cautions, according to the testimony. 
Mr. Gagnon related that he was in- 
atructed to drive with Brooks to 
New York ana get the money on the 
check. Meantime, he „ he was not 
to lane sight of tho half-purchased 
machine. 

But while he and Brooks were on 
‘their way to New York and were 
stopping at a fashionable hotel in 
Washinaton, he testified, both car 
and purchaser vanished. 

Special Agent Hart carried the 
story on from that point, giving an 
itinerary of transcontinental wander- 
ing, which, he said, was divulged by 
Brooks, himself. The defendant 
drove the car from Washingtin to 
New York. said Agent Harris, and 
thence to Montreal and hack to Ma- 
lone, N. T.. and to Syracuse, where 
he was arrested for steeding. While 
in Canada, Mr. Harris averred. 
Brooks appropriated and used 
Quebec license plate and after the 
return to New York State, acquire4 
and displayed a New York num- 
ber. From Syracuse, according te 
the ftinerary ascribed to Brooks. car 
and wanderer journeyed to Buffalo, 
Cleveland. Chicago, Colorado Springs, 
Kansas City, Albuquerque, Needles. 
Los Angeles, San Diego and San 
Francisco. At the Bay Cy Brooke was 
arrested and the, car was recovered. 
Brooks Was n on the 
stand yesterday. 


Lawsuit Over 


Marine Front 
Gets Hearing. 


U. S. District Judge Bledsoe yes- 
terday heard arguments in the action 
brought by Charles E. Dean against 
the city of San Diego, to quiet title 
to about 1200 feet of the water front 
and at the conclusion of the hearing 
ordered each side to submit briefs. 
The land in question is now very 
valuable, and occupled by what is 
known as the marine advanced base, 
an establishment of the government. 
Dean says the land is his by virtue 
of a deed supposed to have been giv- 
en to him by the city of San Diego 
in 1871, although the records show 
that the area was not patented by 
the government until three years lat- 


nicipality. It was then described as 
enbmerged and overflowed land. 
Dean says the property is now worth 
$190,000, and that the right and 
title of the city of San Diego is not 
based on equitable grounds. It 
seems that the city had wo title to 
the land at the time of the passing 
of the supposed deed to Dean. 

The technical point whether a 
deed given to unpatented land pass- 
es to and holds land later on patent- 
d. ig one of the features of the 
case. The government has recently 
spent much money improving the 
land in question for marine pur- 
poses.

OVER INTEREST.

“I don’t know, but 1 think the 
Finance Committee should conduct 
an investigation,” Mr. ‘Wheeler con- 
tinued. 

“I'm agreeable to that—in fact, I 
insist upon i,” declared Mr. Cona- 
way, who is chairman of the Finance 
Committee. 

After these few, but well-chosen. 
remarks had been passed across the 
chamber, seven out of nine Council- 
men voted to have the Finance Com- 
mittee conduct an investigation to 
learn Why Assistant City Attorney 
Leach had placed the interest rate 
of harbor bonds at 6 per cent in ad- 
vertising for on their sale. 

It was su ed by members of 
the Council that in case Mr. Leach 
couldn't “be made the goat” the 
Finance Committee gnight be inves- 
tigated. 

This all happened when the Coun- 
ell opened bids on $1,200,000 worth 
of harbor bonds and found that 6 
per cent interest was specified. Coun- 
eliman Criswell wanted to know who 
nid 6 per cent would be paid. City 
Merk Wilde said Mr. Leach prepared 
the advertisement. C. M. Gordon, 
president of the Harbor Commiation, 
was sent for. He did not throw 
what might be regarded as a flood 
of light upon the subject. 

At that point the Council decided 
that 6 per cent wae as low a rate 
ns it could safely offer and be sure 
of selling the bonds, so & voted in 
favor of selling the issue to the Gir- 
vin 4 Miller brokerage firm at a 
premium of $43,104. Still, the storm 
refused to settle. 

Councilman Conaway demanded to 
know why Mr. Leach took it upon 
himeelf to fix the rate of interest 
without consulting the Council. 

Assistant City Attorney Stephens 


“i ventured the opinion that Mr. Leach 


perhaps teok such action because 
ether bonds h recently been of- 
fered at such a rate. 

“Shouldn't he have consulted the 
Council first?” roared Mr. Conaway. 

“Well, perhaps,” said Mr. Ste- 
phena. 

“Perhaps!” hissed Mr. Conaway. 
“You know he should have. He's 
working for the,city. From now on 
any city employees who take decisive 
action on an important matter with- 
out authority should be made te 
look for another job!” 

The Council finally adopted an or- 
dinance fixing the interest rate of 
harbor bonds at 6 per cent. The 
ordinance had been on the table 
since August and Assistant City At- 
torney Stephens said he presumed 
Mr. Leach had fixed the interest 
rate in the advertisement at 6 per 
cent, thinking that the ordinafice 
had been adopted. 

But, at any rate, Mr. Leach must 
give the Council a satisfactory ex- 
planation. The heated discussion 
closed with this remark from Coun- 
cilman Conaway: 

“I move that we instruct the City 
Clerk to enter into contract with 
thé firm that bought the bonds and 
return certified. checks accompany- 
ing all other binds to the unfor- 
tunate bidders.”
